Elephant* Were Hunted 


In Texa» 25,000 Year* Ago 
Aboriginal Americans hunted ele- 


phants in the Texas Panhandle 25 000 
years ago it v as reported to the 
Geological Socictj o£ America b> 
Professor E H Sellards of the Uni- 
\ ersity of Texas discloses 


Professor 
Sellards studied the 


bones of five prehistoric elephants 
which vith three pnmitue spears 
and an implement used for scraping 
animal hides, were discovered in a 
filled m water hole on a wheat 
ranch in Roberts county, about 7o 
miles northeast of AmariUo 


Professor Sellards foand that three 


of the elephants were matjre or 
nearly mature individuals, and that 
two were young 


It is difficult to determine, he 


explains, how the remains of the 
elephants were preserved at a com- 
mon level in the water hole 
There 


is no indication tint the elephants 
were trapped 


"The animals do not seem to have 


been bogged, because none o£ the 
leg bones was found m veitical 
position," tne report contmjes ' On 
the contrarj, all were Ijing hori 
zonta] If the animals bogged, they 
were pulled out of the mud to be 
skinned 
If overtaken by a storm, 


it would seem that the elephants 
would have taken refuge in canyons 
—it canyons then existed on the 
plains—rather than in a sink of this 
kind 


"Drouth 
might very 
possibly 


bring elephants in numbers to a 
water hole, but i£ extreme drouth 
caused the elephants to die at a 
vanishing water hole, one would ox 
pect some of the other animals, par- 
ticularly bison, deer, and antelope, 
to be associated with them 
Epi 


demic disease would likev ise bring 
elephants to a water hole, and might 
possiblj affect only one genus or 
one species of a fauna "

.md study, however have proven 
the f.illacy of this belief, he de- 
clare:,. 


Supporting the contention that 


noise and vibration slow up work- 
ers. Mr. Peabody offers as an ex- 
ample the experiment of two Inves- 
tlRators, H. C. Weston and S. 
Adams, who selected comparable 
groups of workers engaged in weav- 
ing cloth on factory looms. Loom 
rooms where such weaving li done 
usually are very nojsy. Two rooms 
were chosen; one of about average 
noisiness, another which had been 
quieted as much as was practicable, 
although even this still was noisier 
than the average New York street. 
Production of cloth in the two rooms 
was compared. 
Workers in the 


quiet room came out about 8 per 
cent ahead, confirming the conclu- 
sion from nil similar investigations 
that noise hinders successful human 
effort and that quietude assists it. 


Introduction of rubber mountings, 


called "vibro-lnsulators," to put 
machinery in its "stocking feet" 
nnd for use in concrete building con- 
duction, has done much toward 
lessening noise and vibration. 


A recent seminar on timber and 


concrete held by Prof. John M. Les- 
sells at Massachusetts Instituta of 
Technology at Cambridge, brought 
out the three-fold purpose of, the 
vibro-lnsulator: to reduce mainte- 
nance on the machine Itself; to nave 
the concrete, or other foundations 
from deterioration, and to reduce 
physical fatigue and make for more 
efficient workers.

fourth expedition into the heart 
of Africa, Laura C. Bolton will 
lecture at the AVoodstock Play- 
house Wednesday evening, August 
17, at 8 o'clock on "Rh>thm in 
the Jungle" under the auspices of 
"Byrdcliffe Afternoons " The lec- 
ture will be illustrated hy motion 
pictures end musical recordings 
made by Mrs. Boulton in Africa. 


All the commands and signals 


of a West African battle as con- 
veyed in an elaborate coda of 
trumpet notes blown on Liberian 
war horns are included in 
the 


musical recordings. Other recorJs 
illustrate the drum language and 
the 
complex rhj thins o£ drum 


orchestras which build up groat 
symphonies 
in 
rhythm. 
Flute 


music that reminds the listener 
of Debussy, marimba orchestras 
with beautiful melodies and string 
instruments of great complexity 
and beauty will be beard next 
Wednesday evening. 


The musical recordings and mo- 


tion pictures reveal the true spirit 
of African tribes little known and 
rarely visited. Not until she went 
throughout Africa with specially 
constructed 
recording 
apparatus 


made possible through the aid of 
the Carnegie Corporation could 
we really get the significance of 
the lives of these primitive tribes. 
Through their music and through 
their rhythms which she has cap- 
tured one get's the feel of the 
people. 


The motion pictures show rare 


ceremonial dances and customs of 
remote tribes. 
The records In- 


clude ancient ceremonial chants 
from, 
festivals 
lasting 
three 


months, day and night. Slides in 
color provide a vivid picture of 
life in an African village. 


Airs. Boulton is the wife of 


Rudyard Boulton, head of the or- 
nithology department of the Field 
Museum, Chicago. He has been 
the leader of all of these expedi- 
tions. Mrs. Boulton has lectured 
at Town Hall, New York, Nation- 
al Geographic Society, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and at other eminent 
institutions 
throughout 
the 


United States and Europe. One 
music critic wrote of her lecture: 
"The audience listened as if they 
were children bearing mar\clous 
fairy stories for the first time in 
their lives."

Europe Part of Continent " 


! Great Britain, although an island, 
Is so close to the continent of Eu- 
rope that it is generally regarded 
as being a part of it. 
Scientists 


are of the opinion that the British 
Isles, which are on what is known 
as the continental shelf, were for- 
merly joined to the mainland and 
were not separated from it until 
comparatively recent times, geolog- 
ically speaking. 
The rest of the 


world regards Great Britain as a 
European nation, although the Brit- 
ish people themselves refer to con- 
tinental Europe as "the continent" 
to distinguish it from the British 
Isles. Europe itself, strictly speak- 
ing, is not a continent, but merely 
part of the continent of Eurasia.
